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Standardized Height for 
Bumpers on Cars Urged 


Special from A. D. N. Washington Bureau 
ASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—Auto- 
mobile manufacturers and 

car owners are urged to standard- 
ize the height of bumpers in 
recommendations by the division 
of simplified practice of the De- 
partment of Commerce, based on 

a standard proposal submitted by 
the Society of Automotive En- 

gineers. 

The horizontal center line of 
bumper face, exclusive of fittings, 
should be 18 inches, plus or minus 
%-inch of effective face above the 
ground for front bumpers and 19 
inches, plus or minus %-inch above 
the ground, for rear bumpers or 
fender guards, according to the S. 
A. E. standard. 

“The minimum over-all length of 
front bumpers shall be 60 inches on 
passengers cars, having the stand- 
ard 56-inch tread,” the department’s 
report states, “the minimum dimen- 
sion measured between the extreme 
ends of the rear bumpers, or fen- 
der guards, shall be 60 inches on 
passenger cars having the standard 
56-inch tread. The minimum ver- 
tical depth of bars for single-bar- 
type front and rear bumpers shall 
be two inches. 

“The bumper height shall be 
measured with the car supplied with 
the normal amount of water, oil 
and gasoline, but without passengers 
or other load. The vertical spread 
of contact face shall be the distance 
between the upper and lower edges 
of the outer bumper elements, ex- 
clusive of any additional projection 
parts. ‘

up on their bumpers to see if they 





FORD PLANS MONTHLY 
SAILINGS OF SHIPS, 
“IS PHILADELPHIA REPORT 


Philadelphia, Dec. 29—The Ford 
Motor Company’s steamship, Onan- 
daga, has begun loading automotive 
products and general cargo at the 
Philadelphia Tidewater Terminal, 
and reports are current here that 
the Ford company purposes monthly 
Sailings. This injects a new com- 
petitive angle into this city’s inter- 
coastal shipping. 

More than 2,000 tons of steel are 
said to be booked for the February 
Sailing of the new line. A large pro- 
portion of this is said to originate 
at the Bethlehem Steel Company's 
plants. Philadelphia shipping men 
at present decline to comment on 
the new phase in intercoastal ship- 
ping, but it appears to be the con- 
sensus that the conference rates will 
not be materially disturbed by the 
Ford sailings. It is regarded as pos- 
sible, however, that rates may be 
somewhat reduced. The Onandaga 
will sail some time during the first 
half of January and a second ship 
will follow about the middle of Feb- 
ruary.

Company’s aeronautical division; Dr. 
A. A. Arnstein, Goodyear publicity 
director. 

Two other sites for the dirigible 
hangar and factory building are 
being considered by the Akron 
rubber manufacturer, one in Ak- 
ron and the other in Los Angeles, 
it was stated. 

A definite decision as to the site 
to be chosen will be announced 
within three months, Ingalls stated. 

One of the requirements is a 
building 1,250 feet in length, 200 feet 
in width and rising twelve stories.

The Deepest Valley | 


UTOMOBILE production, as does most manufacturing | 
output, runs to peaks and valleys. No matter how 
uch the companies may try to maintain production sched- 
ules on a generally even basis, seasonal factors and other 
conditions enter to make the rate of output vary from month 
to month. 

In the figures for automobile production during the 
month of November, 1927, we have what will probably prove 
to be the deepest valley over a considerable period. The 
production total, according to the Department of Commerce, 
amounted to 108,903 units, less than half the total registered 
in November, 1926. 

There is, of course, nothing to cause the slightest 
anxiety in this. The “valley” was caused simply by seasonal 
conditions, plus the complete inactivity of the Ford organi- 
zation. An unusual number of plants were closed for in- 
ventory during November of the present year. Demand had 
been slowed to a whisper by the imminence of the Ford 
announcement, which affected a wide class of buyers. It is 
probable that the December figures will show an upward 
production curve, though such a movement will not be fully 
developed until the shows are over and the actual spring 
buying campaign gets under way. : 

The point is that the automotive industry can view 
with entire equanimity the production slump that was 
registered in November. The year ahead bears such 
unmistakable .icrks cf govd auiun.otive business that 
any temporary slack will be taken up in short order.

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Local Industries 


ANY authorities hold that one of the economic develop- 
ments of the future is going to be the establishment 
of local industries in more or less rural communities, which 
by reason of low overhead and semi-independent labor can 
compete in the market with larger organizations. Such a de- 
velopment would have a far-reaching effect on our economic 
life. For instance a local industry making parts for auto- 
mabiles would give people who devote their major activities 
to agriculture a chance to spend the dull months of winter, 
or as much of them as they might desire, in earning cash 
wages in the local plant. 

The farmer, as a general thing, gets his living prin- 
cipally from the land, but it often hapens that his cash return 
above that living is small. It is in fact generally under 
the income tax level. If farmers generally could go into a 
factory for two or three months during the dull season, they 
could earn a cash income that would increase tremendously 
their buying power. This would be felt throughout our en- 
tire commercial structure. And much of this increased buy- 
ing power would go into the purchase of automotive 
products.

Merchandising Of

r is interesting to note the in- 
creasing use of the lamp 
designated as the driving lamp.

"NEW GERMAN DUTY 


SaysChangesDiscourage 
U. S. Assembly Plant 
Investments 


EW YORK, Dec. 29.—“By plac- 
ing parts under the same 
heading as completed automobiles 
for duty purposes, Germany has 
departed from a policy which in 
the past, has encouraged a great 
deal of finished process manufac- 
ing in her country,” said George 
F. Bauer, foreign trade secretary 
of the National Automobile Cham- 
ber of Commerce, who has just re- 
turned from three months in 

Europe. ; 

“Tt has been the general practice 
to allow raw materials and partly 
manufactured goods to come into 
Germany at lower rates of duty, so 
: German workmen might be 

mployed to complete the article in 


benefit to the nation. 

“In this latest move which 
raises the duty on motor car parts 
to the same rate as completed ve- 
hicles, investments in plants are 
made unattractive. More impor- 
tant than all is the fact that it 
will naturally increase the cost of 
transportation to the German 
people. 

“The five American manufactur- 
ers who installed assembling plants 
in Germany did so because there 
Was some advantage in duty which 
it was expected would be continued, 
as that was a recognized policy of 
Germany. 

“The value of this investment is 
substantially reduced and there is 
a disturbing effect on labor as a 
result of this latest action of the 
Reichstag. 

“Moreover, the action was taken 
in hurried fashion and is made ef- 
fective January 15, which gives very 
little time for readjustments. 

“It is our hope,” concluded Mr. 
Bauer, “that the German govern- 
ment will adopt a far-sighted inter- 
pretation in connection with this 
development, which naturally af- 
fects investments now made by 
American manufacturers in Ger- 
many. id 

“The German people need addi- 
tional motor transportation. The 
use of motor vehicles is rapidly in- 
creasing, and the German people 

__are entitled to that transportofios 
and the added efficiency which it 
gives to any country at the lowest 
possible cost.”
